Diamonds of chicken are on the sur- 
faop pxtravaRnnt, but less ro than 
thpy Bpcm. for the rest of the chicken 
TlPod not (JO to wastp. The diamonds 
are the brpnst cut in half lonpthwise, 
boned, trimmed, and flattened, but 
not nushed. They are very well but- 
t«red, lightly seasoned with salt and 
pepper, have a allead asashfooa laid 
OB tof^ aad are wrapped la thla sliaad 
bacon, then cooked in a well battered 
bag about twenty minutes. While 
they cook get read thin diamonds of 
toast. Cut it from «ialo bread and 
make as crisp as possihbv Utiifcr lib- 
erally, and keep very hot without 
scorching. I.ay a chicken diamond 
on each piece of toast and keep all 
hot while you add to the gravy In the 
bag, which must be poured lata a 
smsn sanoepaa, adaeed olives, lalaeed 
oelenr, a little leaioa lulee, a lump 
of hatter relied very lightly In flour, 
and the lightest sprinkle oi powdered 
sweet herbs. Cook over hot water till 
well mixed, then add a spoonful or so 
of cream, stir It well through, and 
flnlsh with a spoonful or ao of sherry. 
Do not cook after the wine is In. 
Pour the sauce equally over the dia- 
monds and send to table very hot 

Oreen peaa aad sUeed potatoes have 
been heretofore aseribed. Make your 
blseoH very tiny, also very short and 
light For the salad cut up French 
endive In Inch lengths, along with 
peeled hl.trh flavored apples and heart 
celery. Mix all well toKethor, put 
heaping sjioonfuls! upon crisp lettuce 
leaves and parnish with celei y tips 
and strlnga of pimento. Pour over a 
dressing made from three tablespoon 
fuls best oil. one tablespoonful lemon 
Juice, one tablespoonful sherry, half 
a tsaspooafhl of sngar, a ptaieh of 
salt, red and black pepper to taste 
and a few drops of tobasco or chili 
vinegar. Mix the dry Ingredients 
well, r.dd the lemon juice, boat 
Fiiiooth, then put in the tobasco. ThiMi 
add alternately the oU and sherry, 
I catiiiK in eaeh porttea well before 
add another. 

What follows sounds simple, yet 
may turn out more troublesome:

^'o^ th« savory mouthfuls Hrst make 
a good puff paste, roll it very thin, 
then cut neatly Into sm.,!! B(iuares— 
say three Inches across. Put upon tt<e 
squares several sorts of flUlng— 
cooked thicken minced with olives 
sad seasoned with melted butter and 
leawB Jnlee, or eream cad sherry: 
ham shaved ss thin as possible, then 
cut across and mixed with flnely 
minced cucumber pickle; salmon 
freed of skin and bone, drained, liit^h- 
ly seasoned with lemon juice, or t;ir- 
ragon, salt and pepper, or lean roa.'it 
mutton, mince and mixed with < in- 
fant Jelly, melted In a little claret or 
Vinegar. Anything tasty and easily 
bandied will sulBce. Use only s bit 
of filling, fold over the pasta, pinch 
tight aad baksb keeping the triangle 
aa tme as possible. Serve either hot 
or cold. 

Sweet potato straws are better hot. 
Cut potatoes In slices lengthwise, 
peel, tlien cut the slices into straws— 
they should bo less than u <piarter 
Inch each way. Dip in melted butter 
or bacon -fat und cook inside a greas- 
ed bag ten to fltteea minutes. Take 
oib let aool partlaOjr, lay «a elaaa pa- 
par te abaorh say grease, then 
aprlakla ll|^|ly with iaa salt, aad set 
afata la a hot but fireless evea. 

Peel the mushrooms snd cut swsy 
the stalks, but do not wash unless 
they show dirt. Put them In a thickly 
buttered bag wtth half a gill of cream 
tu the pound, a lump of butter rolled 
In flour sad a very little oold water, 
say half a spooefuL Seal, put in hot 
oven for five mlaatee, stock keat, and 
cook lltaaa mlautsa laafir. Take np 
la a bat deep dish, add a wlseglass 
of skerry, stirring tt la lightly, thea 
dust with pepper sad serve very hot 
To make the sandwiches, mince flue 
or scrape highly flavored apples, mix 
with a little sweet Oench dressing, 
made with lemon luifie 'BTtTSlf of 
vinegar, aud spread hSlMMI lUaly 
buttered brown bread.
